*'ron the first I liavo boiji trying to do two tilings, learn what you diet say and l orn 
where there was error in reporting what you did say. This latest response in no way Laikes 
either possible. 

It in tho custom at such m u tings to have transcripts made, for publication arm tor 
the press. V/hcth&r or not you poke from a written text* redly does not act tires s your 
ability to supply ao with a co sj of your ordo if tills laouting followed the usu 1 pro- 
cedures and is, as I would certainly hope, you iu.ve the decire. This i. wliat I would 
still prefer. I respectfully renew my request. 

This single Associated x'ress report of your speech obtained infinitely wider 
distribution than the text of your official report, which wasn't even printed. It was 
mimeographed by tho Deportment of Justice and then, later, filed in court. 

If there is error in thia Associated Press story, quite obviously, assuming the 
accuracy of the original report, tamyxfrri xxopdrtacxa tatenDcttal an infinitely larger 
number of people have boon misinformed. I nay bo ono, and I am writing on the subject. 

1 do not want anything 1 write to be erroneous in any way, even by inference. ihus I 
soCiC what - believe you can provide, your exact words. I want not to be dependent upon 
any second-hand account, particularly when you inform mo it is garbled. 

I do hope you con understand this, as I would hope you would prefer it to be 
this way. . - : - 

In all of this correspondence, you have not indicated where you were misquoted 
or garbled. I'hus J- have no way of knowing even tills. Your Buying tliat what you said 
was w basod ,r on tne report isn't even a clue to tills except with respect to one number. 
Unless tills is the ; ol^ error in thi? reporting, thn to date you have told me uo thing 
except tliat the reporting was not accurate. Tills is not a basis for responsible writing 
on such a subject. 

If you will not undertake to provido a copy of your rci^aiks as the hoot org^oii nation 
usually provides tnew, then ut thu very least I still want to 1-now whore your remarks 
were not faithfully represented. I v/uald, of course, prefer tliis in k our accurate 
ropreaenrtation, buu if you are unwilling to do tliat, then may ± respectfully auk that 
you underscore* the errors in the enclosed copies of uewo otoriea ami return them to me 
so tliat I *.ay at least know wiiat you say is erroneous? 

Ono iu tlie Washington font story to which I first referred. a»lnco then I imvo boon 
sent the Af account from tlie idami Herald of the same date, the seconn enclosure. 

If you would like a copy of either or both ior your files, I will provide you with 
wiiat you would like, fhis i^iami Herald copy is not suited for rocopying. 

I do hope you will bo as lielpful aa you can in this mutter. I do not want my writing 
to reflect that after you got intoiTiational attention on wiiat you claim i3 error you 
evaded correcting tivat error.
